ANT'CRj         Good  ,  friends.    Vie  bring  you  another  of  our  weekly  broadcasts 

about  food.    Now  that  Victory  is  here,  everyone  of  us  wants  to  do  every- 
thing he  or  she  can,  to  help  this  great  nation  of  curs  in  the  reconver- 
sion to  peacetime  living.    Our  government  still  has  a  tremendous  food 
management  job  ahead.    How  is  it  handling  this  job?    And  what  can  you 
do  to  help?    You'll  find  out  if  you  listen  each  week  to:

ANNCRs         And  now  here  is  ,  assistant  state  director  for  the 

Production  and  Marketing  Administration,  of  the  U.  S,  Department  of 

Agriculture.    What 's  new  on  the  home  food  front  this  week,  ? 

PMA:  Great  news,  .     The  Government  has  increased  the  point  bonus 

for  used  fat  from  two  to  four  points  a  pound. 
ANNCR:  Sayi    That  is  good  news  I    And  I  think  it'll  prove  to  housewives  that 

Uncle  Sam  wasn't  fooling  when  he  said  that  the  Fat  Salvage  program  is 
just  as  important  now  as  it  was  during  the  war. 


Yes... we're  still  facing  a  serious  shortage  of  industrial  fats  and  oils 
...cur  19U5  supply  of  industrial  fats  will  be  millions  of  pounds  less 
than  it  was  last  year.    That's  why  the  number  of  ration  points  of  used 
household  fats  has  been  raised  to  four  points  a  pound.    Housewives  will 
still  roceive  four  cents  in  addition  to  I4  points,  for  each  pound  of 
used  fats  they  turn  in  to  their  butchers. 

And  as  I  understand  it,  homomakers  won't  just  be  helping  the  government 
when  they  turn  in  their  used  fats  ...  .they '  11  be  doing  themselves  a  favor 
too,    Isn't  that  right? 

You  bet  it  is,  .    American  housewives  can  do  a  lot  to  speed  up 

the  return  of  plentiful  supplies  of  soap  to  their  grocers'  shelves.  Not 
only  soap,  but  a  great  many  other  products.    Fats  are  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  hundreds  of  things  we  all  want ... .nylon  stockings,  elc  ctrical 
appliances ,  uph 0 1st  cry,  tires,  automobiles  ... .there 's  practically  no 
end  to  the  list. 

And  the  more  fats  we  save,  the  quicker  we'll  get  those  important  items 
....  is  that  it  ? 

Go  to  the  head  of  the  class,  .    Yes,  we'll  not  only  be  able  to 

buy  these  products  sooner,  but  in  greater  abundance.    Already,  a  few 
consumer  products  are  appearing  in  larger  quantities.    Take  shortening 
and  cocking  oils,  fcr  example.     Just  a  few  days  ago,  (October  1)  the 
Government  increased  the  quota  for  the  use  of  fats  and  oils  in  the 
production  of  civilian  supplies  of  shortening,  cooking  and  salad  oils. 
From  now  on,  we'll  get  nine  per  cent  more  of  these  items.    At  the  same 
time,  quotas  for  the  manufacture  of  soap  were  increased  three  per  cent. 
If  we're  so  short  of  fats  and  oils,  what  made  these  increases  possible? 
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FMAs  A  good  question,  .    Military  cutbacks  and  releases  of  Govern- 

ment stockpiles  are  the  two  big  reasons.    Naturally,  the  military  won't 
need  the  tremendous  supplies  it  used  during  the  war.    Then,  we  1ve 
stopped  Lend-Lease .    These  two  factors  helped  ease  the  shortage  of  fats 
and  oils.    But  don't  kid  yourself .. .total  supplies  of  fats  and  oils  are 
a  lot  smaller  than  they  were  a  year  ago.    Factory  and  warehouse  stocks 
are  also  lower.    And  wo  're  producing  and  importing  less  than  we  did  in 
I9hk. 

AFTCR:  ""'ut  we  do  look  for  a  gradual  increase  in  the  supply  of  fats  and  oils 

next  year,  don't  we? 

FMA:  A  gradual  increase  is  right  it  won't  be  fast.      The  fats  and  oils 

situation  will  improve  somewhat  in  19^6,  as  military  needs  decrease 
further  and  imports  increase.    Total  production  from  domestic  materials 
is  likely  to  be  slightly  larger  than  in  19^-5  •     Of  course,  we  base  this 
on  present  crop  and  livestock  indications.    Supplies  of  soap  fats  will 
be  nodoratoly  larger  as  we  resume  imports  of  copra  from  the  Philippines 
and  possible  palm  oil  from  the  East  Indies.    Also,  we  hope  for  an  in- 
crease in  butter  production  and  lard  output, 

AMNCRi         Well,  it  all  boils  down  to  the  fact  that  if  we  want  to  get  the  items 

we  want  and  need  back  on  the  market  quickly  and  in  greater  quantities, 
we'll  have  to  cooperate  with  the  Government  and  keep  on  saving  our  used 
household  fats  . 

FT1A:  I  den't  think  a  lot  of  people  realize  just  how  important  fats  and  oils 

are  in  the  manufacture  of  these  consumer  products. 
ANNCE:         Then  this  would  be  a  good  spot  for  you  to  explain  it  to  them,   . 


Let's  take  a  few  examples*      About  I4O  per  cent  of  the  total  allocation 
of  fats  and  oils  for  inedible  and  industrial  uses  goes  to  make  civilian 
soaps.    Another  13  per  cent  tc  the  manufacture  of  soaps  for  industrial 
purposes  . 
And  the  balance? 

The  rest  goes  into  the  production  of  paints  and  varnishes,  printing  inks 
textiles  and  leather,  rubber,  pharmaceuticals,  putty... and  many,  many 
more  necessary  products.    Here's  something  olse  I'll  bet  a  let  of  people 
don't  know.. .every  electrical  appliance  uses  wire. ..and  industrial  fats 
and  oils  and  soap  are  essential  to  wire -drawing. 
That's  a  new  one  to  me.    Go  on. 

Most  products  arc  painted,  enameled  or  varnished.     Industrial  fats,  or 
glycerine  made  from  industrial  fats,  are  needed  to  make  these  paints, 
eno.mels  and  varnishes.     The  synthetic  rubber  program  uses  tremendous 
quantities  of  soap... and  soap,  rs  you  knew,  requires  industrial  fats  in 
its  manufacture.    All  textiles  at  some  stage  in  their  production  require 
washing .. .more  soap. 

I'd  say  that  almost  everything  we  use  in  our  daily  lives  needs  industria 
fats  and  oils... or  their  products .. .tc  manufacture. 

You're  right.    And  that's  why  it's  so  important  that  we  have  an  adequate 
supply  on  hand  if  we  want  to  reach  peacetime  levels  of  production  and 
give  everyone  a  chance  to  enjoy  the  products  they've  had  to  do  without 
during  the  war* 

Veil,  ycu've  certainly  convinced  me  of  the  need  for  continuing  tc  save 
and  turn  in  use  d  household  fats.    And  with  the  added  incentive  of  four 
ration  points  for  every  pound  of  used  fat,  I'm  sure  that  you'll  have  no 
argument  with  housewives .     (PAUSE)    Do  you  have  any  more  good  news  for 
us  this  ? 
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PMA:  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  do.    Civilians  will  get  more  neat  in  the  fourth 

quarter  cf  19U5*  thanks  to  a  change  in  the  allocation. 
ANNGRj  Hew  does  that  compare  with  our  neat  supply  last  year?  ' 

PIIA:  It's  about  the  same.... each  of  us  will  get  almost  li+8  pounds  of  meat..*, 

but  here's  the  important  thing .. .we ' 11  get  22  pounds  more  than  the 
average  for  the  pre-war  years  of  1935  to  1939*    And  this  II48  pound 
allocation  is  an  increase  over  the  amount  of  moat  each  of  us  was  allowed 
in  the  secend  and  third  quarters  of  19U5  • 
AITT-TCR:        Could  you  break  that  down  into  percentages  for  us? 

PTIAs  Gladly.    The  new  civilian  allocation  is  nearly  3^  percent   more  than  the 

amount  allocated  for  the  third  quarter  of  this  year.... and  28  per  cent 
more  than  that  of  the  second  quarter. 

AMCR:        I  suppose  the  reduction  in  military  requirements  made  this  possible. 

PMA:  Yes.... and  the  seasonal  increase  in  livestock  marketing  is  also  a 

primary  factor  for  the  "more  meat  on  the  table"  order.    Compared  with 
the  sane  period  last  year,  present  military  requirements  have  been 
cut  ever  ^>0  per  cent. 
ANrlCRs  Do  we  expect  larger  marketing  of  cattle  this  year? 

FMA:  Yes....ycu  see,  the  October-December  quarter  is  normally  the  season 

of  greatest  meat  production.    Marketing  of  cattle,  lambs  and  hogs  reach 
their  peaks  at  that  time.    This  year,  record  numbers  of  cattle  are  ex- 
pected t.   be  marketed  and  a  major  portion  of  the  meat  supply  will  be 
beef. 

ANITCRj        More  beef  for  meat-hungry  civilians. 

PMAs  That's  right.    As  things  stand  new,  mere  beef  will  be  available  to  civi- 

lians in  the  next  few  months  than  at  any  time  since  Pearl  Harbor.  Here's 
why.     Government  meat-buying  has  been  greatly  reduced  since  the  close  of 
the  war ,.    Since  a  high  percentage  of  the  meat  taken  by  the  Government 

has  been  beef,  the  reduction  in  Government  buying  means... more  beef  for 
civilians . 
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ANNGRi         Hew  about  other  kinds  cf  meat?    Can  wc  expect  to  get  raorc  pork,  for 
example? 

F'.A:  There'll  be  some  improvement  in  the  pork  supply  when  the  peak  for  hogs 

is  reached  later  this  fall.... and  a  little  more  lamb,  veal  and  mutton 
may  be  expected  from  Government  cutbacks* 

ANTCR:  I'd  say  our  meat  picture  is  definitely  on  the  up-grade.    But  of  course , 

we'll  still  be  supplying  meat  to  the  liberated  areas, 

RiA:  Yes,  the  liberated  countries,  the  United  Kingdom  and  other  export 

claimants  will  receive  nearly  10  percent  of  our  total  meat  allocation. 
U .3 Civilians ,  naturally,  will  get  the  largest  amount •« .tve r  77  per  cent, 
to  be  exact.    A  little  over  12  per  cent  will  be  allocated  to  the  mili- 
tary...and  U.  3.  territories  will  receive  less  than  one  per  cent. 

AF'CR:  The  increase  in  ration  points  for  used  fat  and  the  increase  in  avail- 

able meat  supplies  certainly  tie  in  together.    Mrs.  America  will  have 
more  ration  points  for  meat  if  she  really  concentrates  on  scraping, 
skimming  and  scooping  that  used  fat  from  her  pots  and  pans... and  turn- 
ing it  in  to  her  butcher. 

FIA:  The  stepped-uo  meat  supply  carries  other  glad  tidings,  too,    . 

The  CPA  recently  announced  th?t  ration  points  would  be  eliminated  on 
all  lower  grade  cuts  of  meat ... .except  pork.    Frankfurters,  canned 
meats  and  cold  cuts  will  also  be  point  free  from  now  on. 

ANNCR:         All  in  all,  it  looks  like  the  good  old  days  are  staging  a  comeback,  at 
least  as  far  as  eating  is  concerned. 

F/IA:  Yfe  have  a  lot  to  be  thankful  for  here  in  America.    We  *ve  never  really 

experienced  starvation  and  want  as  many  of  our  allies  have.    I  think 
that  all  of  us  need  tc  be  reminded  that  the  need  for  food  abroad  is 
still  very  real... and  that  food  is  one  of  the  keys  to  world  peace.

aren't  as  lucky  as  we  in  the  natter  of  f  cod ..  .when  we  have  plenty  of 
good  things  to  eat  on  cur  dinnertables  . 

We  still  have  a  lot  of  problems  to  face  in  helping  to  feed  the  wartorn 
countries.     Just  because  the  war  has  ended... it  isn't  going  to  bo  easy 
to  get  ford  to  the  places  where  it  is  needod. 
How's  that? 

For  example,  there  arc  big  problems  in  transportation  and  distribution. 
The  war  destroyed  docks,  freight  yards,  railroad  lines,  river  barges 
and  warehouses .     In  countries  that  were  actually  under  enemy  •  ontrol, 
the  economic  machinery  was  disrupted .. .and  that  will  tend  to  prevent 
proper  distribution  of  food.    Even  if  we  can  get  the  food  inside  a 
country,  it's  often  difficult  to  get  it  spread  around  the  country. ..to 
all  the  places  where  it  is  needed* 

Now  that  Lend-Lease  has  been  stopped  and  emergency  feeding  by  Allied 
troops  is  greatly  reduced,  just  how  will  the  needy    countries  pay  fcr 
the  food  they  receive  from  the  United  States? 

There  arc  two  methods  of  payment.    First,  countries  which  have  some 
financial  resources  may  pay  for  the  American  food  they  get  by  the  use 
of  cash  credit.    Second,  those  unable  to  pay  can  receive  aid  from  UNRRA 

 the  United  Nations  Relief  and  Rehabilitat ion  Administration. 

That  sounds  simple  enough. 

But  it  isn't.... you  see  UTiRRA  has  already  used  up  all  the  funds  avail- 
able tc  it  ....to  buy  food  fcr  export  to  needy  countries. 
Isn't  there  seme  way  UNRRA  can  get  more  funds  for  sueh  an  important 
program  as  this  ?

If  Congress  appropriates  an  additional  550  million  dollars  in  the  next 
few  months,  substantial  increases  can  be  made  in  our  contributions  of 
food  to  UNRRA.    This  would  complete  the  United  States*  quota  of  one 
billion,  350  million  dollars  that  was  authorized  in  19^» 
Well,  let's  hope  we  meet  that  quota.... and  soon,  too* 

Here's  another  problem  in  financing  these  shipments  of  food  abroad.  At 
the  moment,  we  can't  increase  substantially  the  quantities  of  food  al- 
located to  paying  governments     .because  postwar  financial  arrangements 
haven't  been  completed.    In  the  United  States,  these  arrangements  are 
now  being  considered  by  the  State  and  Treasury  Departments.    The  amount 
of  food  we're  able  to  send  abroad  to  countries  which  can  pay,  will  de- 
pend on  how  quickly  these  arrangements  are  made. 

It  looks  as  though  we  have  a  big  job  ahead  of  us  on  this  business  of 
helping  feed  other  countries •  - 

It  is_  going  to  be  a  big  job,  •    But  let's  not  get  the  idea 

that  those  problems  can't  be  solved.    Yfe  just  want  it  understood  that 
no.  one  can  sit  down  and  decide  that  so  much  of  this  food  and  that  food 
is  needed. ..and  quick  as  a  f  lash, .  .that 's  the  amount  we'll  send.  This 
is  a  job  we'll  all  have  to  tackle  together.    The  better  we  cooperate 
the  sooner  we  can  relieve  the  suffering  of  thousands  of  people. ..and 
the  faster  we  can  go  along  the  road  to  lasting  peace. 
And  there  you  have  it,  friends,  this  week's  report  on  home  front  food

ANNCRs        And  now  here  is  ,  assistant  state  director  for  the 

Production  and  Marketing  Administration,  of  the  U.  3,  Department  of 

Agriculture,    And  will  it  be  more  good  news  this  week,   , 

about  an  improving  food  supply? 
PMA:  I'll  let  you  and  our  listeners  be  the  judge  of  that.    Any  of  you  folks 

who've  been  out  in  the  farming  country  since  gas  rationing  went  off  the 
books  probably  were  glad  to  see  the  large  pens  of  turkeys.    And  what 
you'll  be  more  pleased  to  know,  is  that  a  good  number  of  these  birds 
arc  destined  for  your  own  dinnertables ,  come  the  holidays. 
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AHHCS.:       I  gather  from  that,   ,  the  government  is  no  longer  taking  all 

the  turkeys  for  the  armed  forces. 

PMA:  You're  quite  right.    This  year's  crop  is  expected  to  "be  a  record-breaker 

....or,  at  least,  near  that  mark.    So,  the  armed  forces  will  he  able  to 
get  what  they  need  on  the  open  market... and  civilians  can  also  expect 
to  do  the  same.    However,  if  the  armed  forces  should  find  that  their 
open  market  purchases  are  not  adequate,  some  sort  of  a  priority  order 
may  have  to  be  set  up, 

AUUCRi        That's  how  it  should  be.    We  still  want  to  be  sure  that  the  men  and 
women  in  uniform,  no  matter  where  they  are  stationed  throughout  the 
world,  get  a  good  old-fashioned  American  holiday  dinner  when  Thanks- 
giving and  Christmas  roll  around,    (PAUSE)    So  far,  the  word's  all  good 
on  food  today,   what's  next? 

PIIA:  Prom  all  appearances,  Americans  won't  have  to  worry  about  our  supply  of 

protein  foods  from  now  on.    Civilians  .are  getting  more  meat.... the 
set-aside  order  on  processed  chickens  in  nine  eastern  states  was 
terminated,  the  first  of  the  month.... so  there  should  be  more  poultry 
for  everyone,  too.    And  the  set-asides  of  dry  beans  for  the  military 
and  other  Government  purchases  was  terminated.    However,  this  year's 
supply  is  slightly  less  than  last  year's,... so  civilians  can  expect 
about  the  same  amount  as  they  had    in  19kUf  t 

AMCH:       And  I  suppose  that  any  future  purchases  of  chicken  and  dry  beans  by  the 
military  or  the  Government  will  be  made  in  the  open  market.... as  with 
turkeys •

PMA: 


PMA:  That's  right.    The  termination  of  these  set-asides  is  right  in  line  with 

the  Department  of  Agriculture's  policy  to  lift  wartime  controls  on  food 
marketing  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.     Out  of  the  total  of  1? 0 
food  orders  issued  during  the  war,  less  than  sixty  are  now  in  effect. 
Looks  as  if  the  Department  of    Agriculture  is  moving  right  along  on  this 
policy. 

Yes,  we  are.    But,  like  many  other  wartime  controls  these  war  food  orders 
can't  all  be  lifted  overnight.    Say,  going  back  to  the  general  subject 
of  protein  foods,  or  Group  5*  as  it's  listed  on  the  Basic  Seven  Food 
chart ... looks  as  though  we  may  have  a  little  more  canned  fish.    At  any 
rate,  the  allocation  for  the  year's  period  beginning  last  July  1st  has 
been  substantially  increased,    This  means  more  canned  fish  for  civilians 
and  for  foreign  relief  feeding. 

I  suppose  this  is  another  instance  of  where  lower  requirements  from  the 
armed  forces  mean  larger  supplies  for  civilians... 

Yes... partly  that  we  have  a  higher  product  ion. . .but  mainly  that  military 
needs  have  been  cut  back  sharply  to  one-third  of  what  they  took  the  pre- 
vious year. 

ANNCR:        And  that's  why  canned  fish  now  has  lower  point  values  under  rationing. 
PMA:  But  even  so,  the  world  supply  of  canned  fish  is  still  short... and  the 

amount  available  to  this  country  is  far  less  than  our  combined  foreign 

and  home  needs . 

ANNCR:        Then  how  does  it  happen  that  U.  S.  civilians  can  have  more  fish,  under 
these  circumstances?

FMA:  Mainly  because  the  early  end  of  the  war  opened  the  way  for  imports.  We 

are  getting  5  million  pounds  of  sardines  from  Spain  and  Portugal. » 
million  pounds  of  canned  shellfish  from  Canada... and  ten  million  pounds 
of  sardines  from  Norwav.    Incidentally,  these  will  be  the  first  ship- 
ments of  fish  out  of  Norway,  since  the  beginning  of  the  war  • 

An'GRj        Norway  must  be  making  a  good  recovery  after  liberation  from  Nazi  control 

 I  still  remember  some  of  the  things  you  told  us  about  the  meagre 

diet  the  Norwegians  had  last  winter ... .but  this  s ounds  like  a  different 
and  much  better  story  for  Norway  this  coming  winter. 

PilA:  ....A  very  much  better  story.    Norway  has  done  a  remarkable  recovery  job. 

Before  the  war,  you  know..., from  1957  to  1939,  wo  im- 
ported an  average  of  more  than  ten  million  pounds  of  fish,  packed  in  air- 
tight containers,  from  Norway  each  year.    Most  of  this  was  canned  sar- 
dines and  herring. 

ANNCR:        This  resumption  of  foreign  trade  by  a  country  that  was  so  badly  hurt 
by  Nazi  occupation,  is  certainly  encouraging, 

FKA:  And  Norwav  is  really  "going  to  t own" .. .After  only  three  months  of  liber- 

ation, Norway  was  supplying  large  quantities  of  materials  critically 
needed  by  other  countries ... .metals ,  minerals  and  fertilizers.    And,  in 
turn,  to  speed  her  own  recovery,  she  was  importing  large  quantities  of 
food,  textiles,  building  materials,  trucks  and  other  badly  needed  items 
....And  paying  for  them  in  cash. 

ANNCR:        That's  all  very  good  news .      But  what  about  the  rest  of  Europe,  as  we 
go  into  this  first  winter  r.fter  the  end  of  the  war? 
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PMA:  Still  not  so  good.     The  forecast  for  the  19U5-U6    orrp  year  is  lower 

production  and  diminishing  stocks  of  farm       grown  food... three  per- 

cent less  than  the  pre-war  average  in  terms  of  calories.     In  the  coun- 
tries that  were  battlcfr  cnts  ,  the  situation  is  worse  than  this  three  per- 
cent less  would  indicate,  particularly  in  the  city  areas.    The  food  out- 
look is  still  serious  in  continentrl  Europe ..  .production  about  25  per- 
cent belcw  pre-war.    European  countries  as  a  whole ..  .not  including  the 
Soviet  Union... will  be  short  about  18  million  tons  of  having  the  food 
needed  this  year  to  maintain  rations  moderately  above  wartime  levels 
in  liberated  areas.    And  this  shortage  won't  be  any  help  in  preventing 
disease  and  unrest  among  the  urban  populations  in  the  conquered  areas. 

A"  TCP :        It's  no  wonder,  then,  that  President  Truman  recently  told  the  American 
people  MVfe  must  help  Europe  to  the  lin.it  of  our  strength". 

PMA:  Then  in  the  Far  Erst,  the  storv  is  about  the  sane  .  .although  the  general 

food  outlook  is  somewhat  less  serious  than  in  Europe.    China,  for  in- 
stance, will  be  short  about  two  million  tons  of  wheat  and  rice  needed 
to  prevent  an  acute  shortage  in  its  urban  areas.     India  is  in  a  similar 
predicament.    Food  must  be  imported  by  the  Philippines,  Ceylon  and  pos- 
sibly the  Netherlands  East  Indies  to  meet  shortage  problems  in  thoeo 

AlTNCRj        So  here  we  are  with  a  horn  of  plenty  while  the  rest  of  the  world  goes 
hungry. 

PMA:  Now,  wait  a  minute .. .That  sounds  as   if  we  are  not  trying  to  get  food  to 

the  rest  of  the  world.    Having  the  food  is  one  thing,  but  getting  it 
where  it's  needed  is  another.    The  problem  in  Europe  is  distribution... 
As  I  mentioned  last  week,  it  will  take  considerable  time  to  repair  the 
docks  and  railroads , » .to  build  warehouses,  and  to  get  the  mechanism  re- 
established for  the  transportation  of  goods  from  the  port  areas  inland. 
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ANNCR:        Guess  I  was  a  bit  hasty  in  my  remarks,  .    After  all,  this 

problem  of  foreign  relief  feeding  isn't  as  simple  as  the  average  person 
might  think.    At  the  outbreak  of  the  Pacific  war,  we  had  the  same  pro- 
blem of  plenty  of  food  here,  while  our  fighting  men  were  badly  off  be- 
cause there  weren't  enough  cargo  ships  to  get  the  food  to  them. 

PMAi  Exactly,    As  U.  S.  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Anderson  pointed  out  recently, 

"Supplying  American  food  to  help  relief  hunger  abroad  is  a  job  that  all 
cf  us  must  tackle  together  —  Congress,  the  executive  agencies  of  the 
Federal  Government,  UlTtRA,  the  foreign  countries  involved,  and  the  whole 
body  of  common  people  in  the  United  States  and  the  United  Nations". 

ANTCR:  In  other  words,  wc  won't  be  doing  the  job  alone..*  .the  United  Nations 
will  pool  its  resources  to  solve  the  food  pr  oblem. . .  just  as  it  pooled 
its  resources  to  win  the  war. 

PMA:  ''Yell,  for  example,  under  an  international  agreement,  canned  fish  from 

sources  other  than  the  United  States  is  available  for  relief  feeding 
and  for  paying  governments  in  Europe.    Canada,  South  America,  and  Norway 
as  I  mentioned  a  while  back,  are  supplying  sizeable  amounts  of  canned 
fish  for  these  needs. 

ANNCRj  By  the  way,  going  back  to  the  food  supply  in  the  Far  East.... how  about 
Japan?. .. .seems  to  me  I  heard  something  about  a  very  serious  situation 
there • 

PMA,  That's  true.     The  decrease  in  food  production  in  Japan  is  almost  as 

great  as  in  continental  Europe.    Domestic  production  will  not  meet  that 
country's  minimum  requirements.      And  in  areas  formerly  occupied  by  the 
Japs,  food  production  has  also  dropped  because  of  shortages  of  fertilizer, 
draft  power  and  labor,  and  the  loss  of  export  outlets.    This  serious 
world  food  supply  will  mean  a  heavy  drawing  on  the  surplus-producing 
countries  like  Canada,  the  United  States,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Denmark, 
and  Sweden, 
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ANTCR:       What  about  South  America? 

FMA:  We  can't  know  yet  what  their  harvest  will  bo... the  crops  for  19U5""U6 

arc  now  being  planted.  But  probably  the  coming  year's  supply  of  food  on 
the  South  American  continent  will  be  greater  than  last  year  when  drought 
cut  down  production. 

AKFCR :        You  mentioned  Australia  and  How  Zealand ..  .tell  me . . .are  these  countries 
still  rationing  food  in  order  to  provide  more  for  export? 

FMA:  Yes.... meats  and  dairy  products  arc  still  rationed  in  those  countries. 

Canada  has  resumed  meat  rationing  to  meet  its  export  commitments • 
Denmark  and  Sweden  arc  also  rationing  meat  and  dairy  products  to  help 
solve     our  world  food  problem. 

AMWCR:        Seems  like  all  shoulders  are  at  the  wheel,  doesn't  it? 

PMA:  That's  what  we  need.     You  see,  we  have  a  world  shortage  in  quite  a  few 

major  food  items  ..  .staples  ,  you  might  call  them. .  .particularly  rice, 
sugar,  fats  and  oils.    These  commodities    are  in  smaller  supply  than  a 
year  ago,  and  far  below  pre-war  levels  at  the  start  of  this  current 
production  and  marketing  year* 

ANHCR:        ....Which  is,  of  course,  the  reason  sugar  and  fats  and  oils  arc  still 
being  rati  one d  hero.    While  rice  never  has  been  such  an  important  item 
in  the  American  diet,  we  must  remember  it's  used  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent in  other  parts   of  the  world,  especially  the  Far  East. 

FMA:  In  this  country,  rice  marketing  is  controlled  by  a  set-aside  order.  Be- 

ginning the  first  of  this  month,  the  set-aside  on  milled  rice  was  re- 
duced to  i|0  percent  of  the  production,  for  military  and  Government  pur- 
chase.   And  this  reduction  is  expected  to  make  larger  supplies  avail- 
able for  commercial  handling,  both  in  the  home  market  and  abroad.  Re- 
cently, the  Department  has  been  buying  rice  principally  for  Puerto  Rico 
and  Hawaii.    Now  rice  distribution  in  Puerto  Rico  is  being  returned  to 
c  omme rc  ial  channe Is . 


ANIvCR;        What's  the  size  of  our  rice  crop  this  yoar? 

PMA:  Production  has  increased  considerably  during  the  war... and  the  current 

season's  crop  is  expected  to  he  close  to  72  million  bushels  which  is 

a  record  high.    However,  domestic  and  export  requirements  during  the 
I9U5-I46  marketing  year  are  expected  to  be  higher  than  supplies.  .  ,sc  cur 
carryover  may  be  small  at  the  end  of  the  season. 

ANKCRs       Are  we  exporting  considerable  rice?     ...that  is,  aside  from  what  we're 
supplying  our  own  territories.... 

PIlAi  Our  experts  and  shipments  during  the  war  have  been  above  pre-war  levels... 

38  million  bushels  in  19^4-2-1-5 *  compared  with  25  million  bushels  before 
the  war.    Exports  to  Cuba  have  been  particularly  high... and  so  have  mil- 
itary shipments  for  overseas  use.    Prior  to  the  war,  you  know,  Cuba  de- 
pended, on  substantial  supplies  from  the  Orient.    And  total  exports  during 
the  present  marketing  year  are  expected  to  continue  high. 

ANNCR:        Then  cur  rice  crop  is  still  on  a  war-time  basis. 

FiiA:  Yes... and  incidentally,  so  are  several  varieties  of  good  eating  apples 

grown  in  Ore-:  on  and  Washington*    The  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
announced  a  set-aside  program  on  Delicious  and  Winesap  varieties  grown 
in  the  Wenatchee,  Okanogan  and  Yakima  areas  of  Washington,  and  Winesap, 
Delicious  and  Newt  ens  grown  in  the  Hood  River  area  of  Oregon.    And  the 
apples  will  go  the  Armed  Forces. 

AHNCR:        If  a  set-aside  is  necessary. . .does  that  mean  our  apple  supply  is  limited? 

R'A:  Yes  ..  .nationally ,  the  crop  is  short  this  year... only  slightly  more  than 

half  of  last  year's.    However,  the  Oregon  and  Washington  crops  are  close 

to  normal.     But  production  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  particularly 

the  East,  is  far  below  what  is  should  be, 

ANNCR:        And  there  you  have  it,  friends,  this  week's  report    on  home  front  food 

activities.   ,  of  the  Production  &  liar kc ting  Administration,  U, 

S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  will  be  back  again  soon  (next  week  at  this 
same  time)  to  give  you  current  news  and  information  on  FOOD  FIGHTS  FOR 

FREEDOM  AT  HOME  AND  ABROAD.    This  broadcast  on  America's  wartime  food 

program  is  presented  especially  for  farmers  and  consumers.

AHNCR:        Good   ,  friends,    '■'e  bring  you  another  of  our  weekly  broa casts 

about  food.     Nov;  that  Victory  is  here,  everyone  of  us  wants  to  do  every- 
thing he  or  she  can,  to  help  this  great  nation  of  curs  in  the  reconversion 
to  peacetime  living.     Our  government  still  has  a  tre'mendous  food  manage- 
ment job  ahead.    How  is  it  handling  this  job?    And  what  can  you  do  to 
help?    You'll  find  out  if  you  listen  each  week  to: 

PAM:  FOOD  FIGHTS  FOR  FREEDOM  AT  HGIIE  AND  ABROAD. 

AH1TCR:        And  now  here  is  ,  assistant  state  director  for  the 

Production  and  Marketing  Administration,  of  the  U.  S,  Department  of 
Agriculture.    "..Tint's  on  the  oocket  for  today,  ? 

PMA:  First,  I  want  to  give  a  wel I-deservod  pat  on  the  bad;  to  the  management 

and  workers  in  food  processing  plants  throughout  this  country  who  did 
such  a  splendid  job  during  the  war... .and  whose  work  was  rewarded  by 
winning  .  the  Department  of  Agriculture  "A"  Achievement  Award. 

ANNCJ.:        Isn't  that  the  award  that  allows  plants  to  fly  a  green  flag  with  a  big 
A    on  it  I 


The  very  sane,   .     To  all  food  processing  plants  vrinning  the 

Government  "A"  Award,  we  havo  presented  these  green  flags  with  the  letter 
"A"  symbolizing  "achievement " ,  and  a  white  star  in  the  corner  indicating 
one  year  of  outstanding  accomplishment .     For  second-year  performance, 
another  star  was  added. 

Now  that  the  war  is  ov^r ,  I  suppose  these  awards  won't  be  made  any  longer. 

That's  right.     Tho  program  closed  on  September  15  of  this  year,   .... 

with  a  national  total  of  439  "A"  and  73  Star  awards.     There  may  be  a  few 
more  than  this  when  last  minute  entries  before  the  closing  date  are  acted 
upon. 

You  mean  that  during  the  program's  existence,  ever  four  hundred  food 
processing  plants  won  recognition  for  their  achievements? 
Yes.... .and  we're  mighty  proud  of  the  men  and  women  who  helped  make  those 
tributes  possible. . .because  the  standards  set  up  by  the  Government  were 
very  high.     I  might  add  that  a  gr  :at  many  other  plants  barely  missed 
winning  the  honor.     This  demonstrates  the  superior  performance  of  the 
entire  food  processing  industry  during1  the  war. 

Let's  have  a  look  at  the  standards  the  plants  had  to  meet,   ,  to  win 

this  important  "A"  Avard. 

Quantity  and  quality  of  product  ion. ...  in  the  light  of  available  facilities 
....were  the  first  things  the  Government  considered  in  making  the  awards. 
VJhat  next? 

Ingenuity  and  cooperation  with  the  Government  in  developing  and  producing 

war  food  products ....  Cooperation  with  the  Govjrnment  in  carrying  out  the 

purposes  of  various  food  purchase  programs. 

So  far,  that  makes  three  qualifications.    And  the  others? 

Effective  mrna gement. . .overcoming  production  obstacles,  satisfactory 

management- lab  or  relations,  which  included  the  avoidance  of  work  stoppages* 

1 1 e  also  considered  low  absentee  records,  training  of  additional  labor 
forces,  accident  prevention,  and  provision  for  health  and  sanitation.

Seems  to  me  that  if  a  plont  net  oil  those  qualifications.  #., it  certainly 
should  receive  some  sort  of  reward. 

That's  one  of  the  reasons  the  Government  established  such  a  program,  

to  honor,  not  only  management  and  workers  in  those  winning  plants,  but  the 
farmers  who  did  the  tremendous  production  job. 

'.  e  owe  our  farmers  a  large  vote  of  thanks  for  keeping  production  at  such 
a  high  level  during  the  war  and  for  meeting  the  goals  set  by  the  Government 

 in  spite  of  many  obstacles.  labor  and  machinery  shortages,  for 

example. 

Then  we  mustn't  forget  those  farm  and  city  housewives  all  over  the  country. 
They  pitched  in  and  performed  a  real  war  service  in  giving  up  a  part  of 
their  valuable  time  to  work  in  plants  which  needed  extra  help.  School 
children  and  servicemen  also  did  a  splendid  job  by  working  part-time, 
kany  of  these  people  wear  the  "A"  pin  for  their  generous  contributions. 
The  "A"  pin... I  presume ..  .was  awarded  to  workers,  along  with  the  flag. 
Yes... all  workers  on  the  plant  payroll  at  the  time  the  award  was 
presented. . .were  entitled  to  wear  this  emblem. 

What  I'd  like  to  know  is... just  how  were  these  plants  singled  out  for  the 
award? 

By  a  very  simple  procedure,   .     Any  employee  of  the  Department  of 

Agriculture  could  nominate  a  plant  for  consideration,  although  nominations 
usually  were  rna.de  by  regional  directors  or  the  home  office  in  Washington^ 
D.  C.     Then. ..a  thorough  investigation  was  made. 

If  the  investigation  found  the  plant  worthy  cf  the  tribute,  what  happened 
next? 

First,  the  nomination  was  sent  to  the  proper  regional  office  and  reviewed 
....then  it  was  forwarded  to  Washington  for  two  more  reviews. 
Say,  that  sounds  pretty  complicated. 


It  wasn't,  really.    We  just  wanted  to  make  sure  that  ohly  those  plants 
which  were  fully  qualified  received  the  award* 

Let's  say  that  a  plant  mot  all  qualifications • ♦ »did  you  write  it  a  letter 
to  that  effect? 

Not  only  a  letter,   •    V.re  held  a  special  ceremony  at  each  Winning 

plant.    Usually,  all  the  farmers  who  helped  produce  the  food  used  by  that 
plant... and  all  the  people  who  worked  there... were  invited.    A  military 
speaker  presented  the  flag  to  the  plant  officials  and  a  member  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  gave  the  "A"  pin  to  representatives  of  the 
employees • 

Quite  an  impressive  ceremony,     I'd  imagine.    And  a  big  thrill  to  all  those 

who  helped  make  such  a  reward  possible.     (PAUSE)     Incidentally,     , 

how  do  the  awards  cf  the  Wo s" torn  region  stack  up  alongside  the  national 
total? 

Very  well.     This  region  claims  12G  "A"  and  19  Star  awards  for  its 
outstanding  achievement  in  the  food  field. 

How  about  the  plants  in  this  state... do  you  have  figures  on  how  many 

r:T-'.  rds    plants  have  received? 

(state )  ' 

Yes,  indeed.    plants  have  won   "A"  and   Star 

(state  J 

Awards  for  their  unusual  cooperation  with  the  Government  in  helping  to 
produce  and  process  food  for  the  war  effort.    A  few  additional  western 
plants  which  qualified  during  the  past  year .. .before  the  program  closed  in 
September .. .are  expected  to  win  cithor  one  or  the  other  honor. 
Tfell,  I  take  my  hrt  off  to  the  entire  food  processing  industry. .  .and  to 
the  farmers  and  part-time  plant  workers.     They  really  backed  the  slogan, 
"food  fights  for  freedom". 

Ycu  bet  they  did,   ...and  we'll  be  eternally  grateful  to  all  of  them 

for  the  fine  job  they  did  during  the  war... and  for  the  work  they're 

continuing  to  do... because  food  will  go  a  long  way  toward  achieving  the 
peace  and  security  we 'vo  been  working  and  fighting  for. 


Isn't  this  whore  that  now  organization. . . the  Food  and  Agriculture 
Organization,  I  believe  they  call  it. ..coir.es  into  the  picture? 
Yes... and  the  FAQ  is  holding  its  first  meeting  in  Quebec... so  the  world's 
food  and  agricultural  problems  arc  getting  plenty  of  thorough  considcrati  on 
right  now.     The  purpose  of  this  organization,  as  you  may  know,  is  to  bring 
about  freedom  from  want  the  world  over... 

In  other  words,  the  fight  for  the  four  freedoms  isn't  over,  just  because 
the  battles  of  V.rorld  War  II  are  cvjr.  And  the  R&O  will  help  to  make  one 
of  these  freedoms,  freedom  from  want,  a  reality, 

Thatfs  right.     FAO  will  be  a  part  of  the  Economic  and  Social  Council,  which 
is  a  part  of  the  international  organization  known  as  the  United  Nations. 
In  world  councils  and  international  affairs,  FAO  will  speak  both  for 
producers .. .the  farmers,  forest  producers  and  fishermen. . . and  for 
consumers.     FAO  is  a  permanent  organization  designed  to  prevent  the  kind 
of  starvation  and  distress  that  have  always  afflicted  millions  of  people, 
war  or  no  war. 

Well,  exactly  what  will  this  new  organization  do?    I  thought  the  united 
Nations  Relief  and  Rehabilitation  Administration  was  taking  care  of 
international  food  needs  right  now. 

Perhaps  you  noticed  that  I  mentioned  FAO  would  be  a  permanent  organization. 
UIIRRA  is  a  temporary  set-up... a  relief  organization  which  is  doing  the 
immediate  and  urgent  job  of  relieving  the  starvation  and  distress  that 
have  come  out  of  the  war.     FAO  is  not  a  relief  agency.     Its  one  free 
contribution  to  the  world  will  be  information  and  advice... and  only  for' 
those  who  request  it. 

Sort  of  an  international  clearing  house  on  food  and  agriculture,  is  that 


PIvIA:  Something  of  that  nature.     This  new  organization  will  be  a  kind  of  export 

consultant  to  various  nations  of  the  world  on  nutrition,  on  food,  on 
agriculture. on  forestry,  and  fisheries. 

AMCR:        That's  covering  a  pretty  big  fiold#«»a  rather  large  theater  of  operations, 
I'd  say. 

PMA:  It  is  a  very  broad  operation. .  .and  a  longtime  one.  all  know 

that  the  world  needs  a  whole  lot  more  food... the  kinds  of  food  that  aro 
listed  in  our  Bnsic  Seven  food  cherts  for  healthful  eating  every  day... 
more  vegetables,  fruits,  milk,  eggs  and  so  on.    Jind  the  world  also  needs 
bettor  distribution  of  this  food.. .and  better  methods  of  producing  it. 
F.^0  is  being  set  up  to  help  achieve  those  objectives. 

AltfHCR:        From  what  you've  been  telling  us,  I'm  sure  our  lis  tenors    will  want  to 
watch  the  work  of  this  first  Food  and  -.agriculture  conference  in  Quebec. 
Tj'o're  very  anxious  to  prevent  future  wars... and  we  realize  that  wars  grow 
out  of  hunger  and  want. 

P;A:  As  President  Truman  said  the  other  day,  the  Food  and  -agriculture 

Organization  could  contribute  a  share  to  world  peace  and  security  that 
could  not  be  provided  by  any  other  body.    ,.nd  the  President  believes  that 
the  goal  of  the  conference  at  Quebec  will  be  met,  if  a  substantial 
beginning  is  made  toward  the  solution  of  the  worldwide  food  problem  in  the 
njxt  four  or  five  years.. .and  if  the  basic  obj.ctives  are  accomplished  in 
a  generation. 

AMCR:        And  that  shows  us  how  much  of  a  longtime  organization  FAO  is... and  also 
how  groat  the  world  food  problem  is,  as  a  result  of  the  war« 

PLiA:  Speaking  of  food    problems",    we  (still  have  the  fats  and  oils  shortage 

to  worry  about.  Y-^s,  I  know,  you've  heard  that  story  before.  But  it 
doesn't  minimize  the  need  forrcal  and  continued  conservation  of  these 
itjms.  V-J  Day  left  us  alarmingly  short  of  fats  and  oils... and  we'll 
continue  to  bo  short  for  many  months  to  come. 


And  yet,   ,  so  many  people  talk  about  how  soon  we  can  expect 

rationing  of  these  items  to  end* 

Well,  if  rationing  is  completely  done  away  with. . .say  in  three  months.... 
the  consumer  will  find  that  the  situation  is  intensified  rather  than  eased* 

"First  come,  first  served'1  would  really  ho  the  motto  for  houswives  when 

went 

they  /    looking  for  soap  or  cooking  oils.    No,  I'm  afraid  we'll  have  to 
be  rationed  on  fats  and  oils  well  into  1946. 

I  imagine  many  housewives  figured  that  with  the  ending  of  the  war,  those 
items  wouldn't  be  co-b£iil-  •  needed* 

And  that's  where  they're  wrong,  .     Fats  and  oils  are  very 

important  to  reconversion. .. in  fact,  they're  essential .    Without  a 
sufficiently  large  stockpile .. .we ' 11  havo  to  wait  just  that  much  longer 
for  adequate  supplies  of  nylons,  tires,  textiles,  soaps,  pharmaceuticals, 
paints,  paper,  linoleum,  lubricating  oils... and  scores  of  other  necessities* 
From  what  I've  read,  thbre  doesn't  soem  to  be  much  chance  of  any  quick 
relief  from  imports. 

Industry  experts  now  in  the  Philippines  tell  us  that  imports  from  that 
area  cannot  possibly  be  resumed  in  the  near  future.    And  hero's  something 
else.. .we  Americans  use  about  10  million  pounds  of  soap  a  day...  that's 
three  and  a  half  billion  pounds  a  year.    We  use  this  soap  not  only  in  our 
own  homes,  but  for  industrial  purposes,  too.    Wo  use  it  to  make  textiles* 
metals,  leather,  rubber  and  other  products.

In  the 
first  place,  they  are  in  the  food  production  business* 
Yes,  and  when  the  food  farmers  grow  is  being  consumed .. .they  not  only 
have  a  marke t . . . .but  the  end  objective  of  food  product  ion. .. .which  is 
food  consumption. .  .is  also  fulfilled. 

In  other  words,  the  better  fed  the  population  is,  the  wider  a  market 
the  farme rs  have  «... 

Well,  yes  One  important  feature  of  the  present  school  lunch  program 

 is  that  it  allows  for  a  maximum  purchase  of  local  farm  products 

by  program  sponsors.    The  U.  3.  Department  of  Agriculture  is  giving 
its  assistance  through  financial  reimbursement  for  part  of  the  cost 
of  each  meal  served.     The  manager  of  the  lunch  room  makes  her  food 
purchases  locally.    And  that's  bound  to  benefit  the  local  farmer. 
Particularly  when  another  important  feature  of  the  lunch  program  is 
the  serving  of  well-balanced  meals.     Nov/,  the  result  of  this  is  that 
all  food  groups  in  the  Basic  Seven  are  represented  in  the  Type  A  &  B 
lunches,  fruits,  vegetables',  a  protein  food  such  as  meat,  fish,  or 
cheese  ... .milk,  bread.., and  s o  on  down  the  list ... .Thus ,  when  a  total 
of  over  (number)  meals  are  served  in  (state )    during  a  school  term...

dozen  eggs . .  .because  5  ounces  of  powdered  eggs  is  equal  to  a  dozen 
shell  eggs. 

PMA:  And  those  powdored  eggs  are  easy  to  use  in  the  large  quantity  cooking 


ycu  heve  to  do,  when  you  feed  several  hundred  youngsters  at  lunch.,, 
especially  for  baked  goods. 

Yes,  and  perhaps  housewives  will  soon  have  powdered  eggs  available  to 
them  for  baking  cakes  and  preparing  other  dishes  that  require  eggs... 
now  that  the  war  requirements  for  dehydrated  foods  are  not  as  heavy. 
Say... we  haven't  gone  very  far  down  that  list  of  foods  distributed  last  term,. 
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PMA:  Well,  here  we  go  again.. .20  thousand  and  ten  pounds  of  frozen  egg  yelks 

were  also  distributed. 
3L  REP*         Here  again,  this  was  a  concentrated  food  originally  prepared  for  direct 

war  use,  hut  because  of  some  emergency  change  in  requirements,  it  was 

made  available  to  schools.

PMA:  Also,  in  the  line  of  poultry  pro  >::  bs  ,  a  total  of  18,000  dozen  fresh 

shell  eggs  were  distributed*    Then,  in  the  fruit  and  vegetable  line, 

close  to  96,000  pounds  of  fresh  pc  aches  ..  .and  200,000  pounds  of  onions*. 

SL  REP:  In  connection  with  those  peaches,  ,  I  might  mention  that

  schools  received  these  peaches  in  fresh  form  bef  ore  the

X9hh'h5  term  opened*    So,  local  groups  cooperated  in  canning  the 
peaches    for  the  children's  lunches  during  winter  when  the  fruit  supply 
isn't  as  plentiful. 

PMA:  And  many  other  foods  were  canned  for  lunch  programs  during  both  the 

19hh  and  19U5  canning  seasons. 

3L  REP:         Well,  this  past  season,  I'd  estimate  that  approximately  cans 
of  various  fruits  and  vegetables  were  preserved  at  community  centers 
for  use  this  coming  winter. 

PMA:  Incidentally,  this  community  canning  fcr  lunch  programs  provided  an 

important  outlet  for  local  fruits  and  vegetables .. .at  the  peak  of  the 

season  when  shipments  were  heaviest,  and  the  transportation  and  labor 

situation  was  tight.    These  local  abundances  could  be  purchased  from 

farmers  by  individual  schools  and  processed  very  rapidly  at  the 

nearest  center ..  .thus  preventing  possible  waste. 

SL  REP:  Right  here,   ,  I  should  hand  a  few  bouquets  to  the  many  women 

(name ) 

who  donated  their  services  at  the  centers  so  their  local  school  could 

have  a  good  stork  of  canned  goods  for  winter  lunches.     Certainly,  the 

children  will  appreciate  the  variety  in  their  lunches  that  all  this 
volunteer  work  made  possible.

And  hew,  they  will  especially  since  the  crop  of  apples  is  expected 

to  be  short  this  year.    We  can't  count  as  much  on  the  apple  crop  for 
our  winter  fruit  as  wo  usually  do. 

Of  course,  we 're  all  going  to  appreciate  a  good  stock  of  canned  food 

when  winter  comes  ..  .plenty  of  hojaos  will  have  a  good  supply

centers . 

Getting  back  to  school  lunch  programs .. .along  the  line  of  actual 
operat ion. . .perhaps  wa  should  explain  that  this  year's  program  will  be 
handled  much  the  same  as  last  year's.     This  is  the  third  year  that 
Congress  has  made  5^  million  dollars  available  to  help  provide  well- 
balanced  noon  meals  for  our  nation's  children  while  they're  at  school. 
Obviously,  this  50  million  dollars  divided  among  the  schools  of  the 
entire  country  isn't  going  to  cover  all  the  costs... and  so,  as  in  the 
past,  the  sponsor  of  each  individual  program  is  responsible  for  the 
bills  . 

 which  include  the  equipment  costs,  such  operation  coats  as 

lunchroom  manager  and  the  cooks.... and  also  the  remaining  food  costs 
not  covered  by  Uncle  Sam's  contribut ion .. .This  contribution  from  the 
Federal  Government,  by  the  way,  amounts  to  from  2  to  9  cents  for  each 
meal  depending  on  the  type  of  lunch  served. 

That  means  9  cents  for  a  complete  lunch  with  milk.. .six  cents  for  what 
we  call  an  "incomplete"  lunch... and  two  cents  when  only  a  half  pint 
of  fresh  milk  is  served.

PMA.S  In  fact,  ,  the  weather  is  no  longer  the  only  common  subject 

of  conversation  among  strangers ....  food  is  running  it  a  close  second... 
and  rightly  so,    7/hen  we  hear  from  members  of  the  first  conference  of 
the  Food  and  Agriculture  Organization  at  Quebec  that  two-thirds  of  the 
people  of  the  world  do  not  get  enough     food ...  .vie  realize  how  much  for 
granted  we  »ve  taken  our  contrasting  plenty  of  food  here  in  the  United 
States . 


Well,  certainly  this  now  worldwide  food  organization  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction. .., it  gives  us  all  hope  that  this  problem  of  hunger  in 
the  world  will  be  s olved . . . .even  though  we  know  it's  going  to  take  a 
long  time. 

The  one  thing  we  do  know  for  certain,  however,  is  that  diets  of  people 

can  be  improved  by  applying  even  the  simplest  rules  of  nutrition... 

or  seriously  ill-nourished  people, 
that  for  the  undernourished//  ©vert  a  slight  improve'merit  in  their 

diet  can  mean  better  health.    I  think  most  people  in  this  countrv  have 

learned  that  the  Basic  Seven  Rules  for  daily  eating  can  help  them 

accomplish  a  lot  toward  good  health.    That's  why  it  has  been  suggested 

to  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Organization  that  one  of  its  first  steps 

would  be  to  help  set  up  rational  nutrition  organizations  in  as  many 

nat  i  ons  as  pos s  ib le . 

Something  like  our  own  national  nutrition  program,  with  state  and 
county  committees .and  an  educational  program  to  get  more  people  to 
eat  the  right  food. 

And  ^ou  can  see,  from  the  progress  we've  made  in  the  past  few  years, 
how  much  can  be  done  on  a  world  wide  scale.     Of  course,  we  still  have 
a  long  way  to  go  ourselves,  on  this  nutrition  business.  Nutrition 
scientists  will  tell  you  that  there  is  still  a  good  deal  we  haven't 
found  out  about  the  various  properties  of  food. 

So  we'll  have  to  depend  on  the  scientists  for  further  research  on 
vitamins  and  that  sort  of  thing. 


...and  meanwhile  put  what  information  they  do  give  us  to  work... by 
practical  application  to  our  daily  cat ing ... .This  brings  me  to  the 
point  that  during  the  war,  we  paid  a  lot  of  attention  to  prt>per  diet. 
Vie  know  wc  needed  the  best  of  health  on  the  home  front,  if  we  as  indi- 
viduals wore  to  contribute  the  maximum  toward  winning  the  war.  Nov/ 
that  the  war  is  over,  we  still  need  to  pay  as  much  attention  to  the 
Basic  Seven  Food  chart  as  we  ever  did.     It  also  takes  healthy  nations 
to  build  and  maintain  a  lasting  peace. 

Well,  certainly  new  that  food  shortages  are  less  prevalent ..  .now  that 
the  housewife  has  a  wider  range  of  unrationed  foods  available .. .and 
ration  points  are  lower  on  meats  and  fats  and  oils... it  should  be 
easier  for  her  to  figure  out  a  proper  diet  for  her  family f 
That's  very  true.    And  along  the  line  of  an  improved  domestic  diet, 
I'm  sure  every  housewife . . .in  fact,  nearly  every  person... is  inter- 
ested in  the  production  goals  which  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Clinton 
Anderson  announced  recently  for  the  spring  pig  crop... 
You  mean*  there's  actually  hopes  that  the  day  will  really  come  when 
the  housewife  doesn't  have  to  go  into  her  butcher  shop  and  say  prayer- 
fully "Do  you  have  any  bacon  or  ham?".... 

I  mean  exactly  that.     If  everything  turns  out  right  for  the  pork 
producers  of  the  nation,  I'm  very  sure  we'll  be  getting  bacon  and  ham 
without  much  trouble. 

What  can  we  expect  from  next  spring's  pig  crop? 

The  goal  is  set  for  the  nation  at  52  million  head.... 

How  does  that  compare  with  this  year's  spring  crop. ... 'course  civilians 
didn't  eee  too  much  of  that.... 


This  52-mill ion-he ad  goal  for  next  spring  is  about  what  farmers 
actually  raised  this  year... even  though  it's  less  than  the  goal  set 
for  last  spring's  crop.    However,  the  military  is  taking  considerably 
less  pork  and  lard... so  civilians  will  get  more  of  the  crop  than  they've 
had  during  the  war  period. 

You  mentioned  something  about  "if  everything  turns  out  all  right  for 
the  producer",  we 'd  get  about  this  many  pigs.... 

Perhaps  first  I  should  explain  just  how  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
is  able  to  set  up  a  national  goal  for  pig  production  that  farmers  can 
work  toward. 
That's  a  good  idea. 

It's  like  this.    Reports  from  farmers  show  how  many  sows  they  have... 
Science  has  taught  us  about  how  many  pigs  we  can  expect  each  sow  to 
raise,  on  a  national  average.    So,  from  these  two  facts,  it's  fairly 
simple  to  determine  just  about  how  many  pigs  these  sows  will  raise. 
Peed  is  also  vitally  important . .  .and1  October  estimates  on  the  corn 
crop  indicated  there'll  be  sufficient  corn  for  52  million  pigs.  With 
other  feeds  in  fairly  good  supply,  looks  like  the  feed  angle  is  under 
control.    That's  the  story  from  the  farmer's  side  of  the  picture.... 
And,  in  setting  this  goal,  I  suppose  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  would 
also  need  to  consider  the  national  appetite  for  pork... 
Not  only  the  national  appetite  for  civilians  ...  .but  military  needs  as 
well,  and  possibly  a  margin  for  liberated  areas .. .After  all,  we  don't 
want  to  encourage  farmers  to  raise  more  hogs  than  they  can  sell?.. 
If  there  could  be  such  a  thing,  in  this  baccn-hungry ,  ham-hungry 
nation  of  ours  
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It's  conceivable  that  we  could  have  a  pork  surplus  ..  .although  at  this 
stage  of  the  game  it  hardly  seems  possible.    However,  in  arriving  at 
this  particular  production  goal,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  consi- 
dered an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  money  people  will  have  next  winter 
to  buy  pork  and  lard.    Remember  that  this  spring  pig  crop  won't  bo 
fattened  and  ready  for  market  for  another  year.... 
Eut  meantime  we  do  have  the  current  fall  pig  crop  to  count  on... 
Ch  yes. ...I  don't,  think  you'll  have  to  wait  a  year  to  satisfy  that 
hunger  you  have  for  bacon  and  ham.... For  both  next  year,  and  the 
following  year  total  meat  production  will  be  about  as  large  as  the 
current  year.... And  that's  large  enough  to  meet  our  needs.    Now  I'd 
like  to  mention  a  group  of  commodities  definitely  on  the  short  side 
in  our  national  food  list. 
You  mean,  fats  and  oils  again. 

Right  again... it's  that  old  problem.    Perhaps  a  good  many  housewives 
find  it  hard  to  understand  why  the  points  on  butter  and  other  fats  and 
oils  are  all  reduced  to  eight  points  a  pound.... and  yet,  the  government 
still  begs  them  to  turn  in  every  drop  of  used  kitchon  fats. 
Well,  now,  wouldn't  you  find  that  a  little  diff  icult . . .  if  you  didn't 
happen  to  know  the  answers? 

Yes,  perhaps  so.    But  the  story  isn't  as  much  of  a  paradox  as  it  seems. 
To  begin  with,  we  now  appear  to  have  a  sufficient  supply  of  edible 
fats  and  oils.... and  remember  that  word  "edible" ...  .to  give  civilians 
what  they  can  buy,  v.t  the  ration  point  value  of  eight  points  a  pound. 
Then  the  answer  is,  that  we  need  to  continue  fat  salvage,  because  of 
the  shortage  of  inedible  fats  and  oils. 


That's  it.    These  inedible  fats  and  oils... those  dr ops .. .teaspoons ful 
...and  tables poons ful .the  housewife  saves  in  a  can  and  takes  to 
her  grocer  or  butcher  are  urgently  needed  for  industrial  uses.  They're 
particularly  needed  right  now,  as  we've  said  many  tines  before,  for 
the  reconversion    from  the  manufacture  of  wartime  goods  to  peacetime 
product  ion. 

So,  probably  we  need  the  inedible  used  fats  and  oils  as  much  now  as 
we  did  in  the  war  days..... 

....if  not  more,  .    As  the  years  have  gone  by,  during  which 

we've  been  unable  to  get  imports  for  pre-war  sources,  naturally  the 
shortage  of  total  fats  and  oils  has  become  more  acute.    Right  now, 
while  there  may  be  more  fats  and  oils  for  people  to  consume  as  food 
than  we  had  six  months  ago,  say.... there  arc  less  for  manufacturing 
needs • 

And  you've  mentioned  many  times  the  long  list  of  peacetime  articles... 
things  we  use  and  need  every  day... which  require  used  fats  and  oils 
in  their  production. 

Certainly  wo  don't  want  to  reach  such  a  low  point  in  our  supply  of 
inedible  fats  and  oils,  that  it  becomes  necessary  to  use  edible  fats 
and  oils  for  manufacturing  purposes.    There  is  no  other  answer,  you 
know,  on  the  manufacture  of  soap.    This  product  absolutely  requires 
fats  and  oils • 

And  Americans  need  soap  to  keep  clean.  Think  of  the  difficulties 
some  of  the  countries  had  under  Nazi  domination,  when  they  didn't 
have  sufficient  soap. 

That's  right.     Soap  helps  to  prevent  disease  and  pestilence.     In  the 
making  of  soap,  there  are  important  by-products  which  many  other 
industries  need.    Some  products  require  actual  soap  in  their  production 


Seems  to  me  the  only  way  civilians  can  be  sure  of  keeping  this  better 
supply  of  edible  fats  and  oils,  is  if  housewives  turn  in  enough 
inedible  fats  and  greases  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

Exactly.    The  total  supply  of  fats  and  oils  is  s o  much... and  no  more. 
If  we  don't  get  sufficient  quantities  of  the  inedible      item  ,  which 
is  a  by-product  of  kitchen  and  household  use  of  edible  fats  and  oils 
obviously,  it  may  be  necessary  for  manufacturers  to  use  some  of  the 
edible  product.    That  would  mean  cutting  into  the  civilian  quota. 
Then,  housewives  should  be  very  happy  over  this  latest  lowering  of 
point  values  on  fats  and  oils.    And  perhaps  they  will  show  their 
gratitude  by  helping  Uncle  Sam  to  build  up  the  necessary  supply  of 
used  fats  and  oils. 

An  excellent  way  of  putting  it,  . 

Now,  what  else  can  you  tell  us  today.... to  keep  us  more  fully  informed 
of  important  matters  on  the  food  front? 

Right  now,  many  folks  are  no  doubt  indulging  in  considerable  across  - 
the-table  discussion  about  how  much  food  wc  should  send  to  Europe. 
In  the  rid  days,  they  used  to  call  it  "corner-store"  talk... and  much 
cf  it  was  dene  around  the  old  wood  heater  where  the  citizens  of  the 
village  would  gather  for  a  brief  visit,.,as  they  left  the  general 
store  with  their  supply  of  provisions. 

And  this  habit  of  "talking  things  over"  is  probably  as  deep  a  tradition 
in  the  American  way  of  living  as  our  Thanks  giving  dinner. 

Yes,  and  this  year,  ,  is  the  first  real  Thanksgiving 

Americana  have  had  since  191*1. ... 


Well,  certainly  enc  of  the  things  we  can  be  thankful  for.... aside  from 
our  gratefulness  for  the  end  of  a  hard,  costly,  heartbreaking  war 
against  ruthless  oppress ors . .  .is  the  fact  that  the  United  Nations  is^ 
making  a  determined  effort  to  solve  the  great  need  for  food  in  the 
liberated  areas* 

I  think  we  realize  there  can't  be  any  real  freedom  in  the  world,  if 
there  is  hunger  and  starvation.    So,  I'm  sure  our  listeners  will  be 
interested  to  know  that  while  the  food  supply  is  improving  for  American 
civilians,  the  future  is  also    looking  brighter  in  Europe. 
The  final  quarter  of  this  year,  it's  estimated  we'll  send  from  3  to  3 
and  a  half  million  tons  of  food  to  Europe.    Up  to  September  20,  we  had 
sent  ever  six  million  tons.    This  figure  included  shipments  to  the 
United  Kingdom  and  British  Services.     It  also  includes  other  European 
countries  under  lend-lease,  countries  supplied  by  UNRRA  and  shipments 
for  military  relief  feeding.    However,  it  does  not  include  food  to 
Russia.    Furthermore,  UNRRA  is  directly  attacking  the  problem  of 
helping  to  get  the  agricultural  areas  of  Europe  back  into  food  produc- 
tion. 

And  we  knew  that's  a  difficult  problem  to  solve.     Our  veterans  returning 
from  the  European  theatre  have  told  us  about  the  devastation  of  the 
transportation  systems  over  there.... and  the  ruined  farming  areas. 

There's  no  question  UNRRA  is  making  a  double-barrelled  attack  on 

the  food  problems  of  Europe.    Actual  food  is  being  sent  for  the  relief 
of  the  hungry,  and  to  prevent  starvation.    Then,  secondly,  seeds  are 
being  provided. . .and  breeding  livestock  to  rebuild  the  necessary  num- 
bers of  livestock  tc 

work  the  fields  and  supply  meat  and  dairy  products. 
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ANNCR:  This  UMRRA  program  is  quite  important . .  .do  you  happen  to  know  how 
extensive  it  is?.... that  is,  aside  from  supplying  actual  food  and 
this  assistance  you  nention  to  help  with  food  production. 

FMA*  I  don't  know  many  of  the  details  ... .however ,  in  general,  the  full 

UNRRA  program  covers  direct  relief  in  food  and  clothing .. .aid  in 
disease  control. . .help  in  re-establishing  health  and  welfare  services.. 
..and  assistance  in  the  rehabilitation  of  both  industry  and  agriculture. 
Obviously,  the  purpose  in  supplying  livestock,  seed,  fertilizer,  agri- 
cultural machinery,  and  ether  needs  for  agricultural  rehabilitation, 
is  to  help  these  countries  Regain  their  own  ability  to  produce  as  much 
food  for  their  own  people  as  possible.
